One part of the NPCA con- 
vention program is discussing 
the advisability of employing a 
public relations director. 


We are not yet at the place 
where PCOs agree on control 
measures for a definite set of 
conditions. ( The development 
and acceptance of standards is 
a goal of the Association.) Our 
public relations cannot talk 
about uniform practices now. 
It can promote the use of and 
need for preventive as well as 
corrective pest control in in- 
dustrial and domestic life. 


Present needs can be fulfilled 
by wise use of mass communica- 
tion: newspapers, trade and 
consumer magazines, radio, 
television and advertising in 
the right places. If 80% of the 
PCOs’ dollar volume comes from 
industry, publicity and adver- 
tising first should be directed 
to business and trade news 
sources. 


Talks before trade associa- 
tions can be delegated to oper- 
ators able to express themselves 
well. A “Speakers Committee” 
should be formed. 


When it came to choosing a 
Technical Director, Dr. Heal 
was chosen because of his abil- 
ity and training in economic 
entomology. He has learned to 
apply his know-how to broad- 
ening the association’s technical 
activities. He had the tools to 
work with before he began. 
Public relations is equally im- 
portant. It would be a mistake 
to employ a pest control man 
who has had no actual experi- 
ence in the field of promotion. 


The PR man must know pub- 
lic relations. He must know the 
ropes. This is no job for a 
novice. He can learn pest con- 
trol as he grows into his assign- 
ment just as the Technical Di- 
rector has done.

Public Relations at Home should partly 
concern itself with the widely differing 
service practices of our member firms. To 
be sure, our members, by and large, deliver 
a perfectly satisfactory job of pest control. 
The trouble is not that the job doesn’t turn 
out good, it’s the fact that Firm A accom- 
plishes the job using different methods and 
safety practices than does Firm B._ It’s this 
lack of uniformity and standardization on 
our Industry’s part that has tended to make 
a number of large users of our services set 
up their own pest control departments. 
They feel that by running their own pest 
control service, they can perhaps be more 
assured of uniform methods and procedures. 
Particularly are they interested in avoiding 
incidental contamination of their products, 
as well as in over-all safety. 


If these self-same organizations could 
have purchased, on a national basis, identi- 
eal, efficient and safe services from our 
members, they most likely would not have 
set up these far more expensive pest control 
departments within their companies. 


Now there’s no use in our sitting back 
and bemoaning this situation. We can do 
something about it. That ‘‘something’’ is 
the establishment of ‘‘minimum standards”’ 
for the more important users of pest con- 
trol services. Consider the baking industry, 
as an instance. Under a ‘‘minimum stand- 
ard’’ which we could set up, identical ma- 
terials would be applied in an_ identical 
manner to identical situations. The purchas- 
ing agents of the large baking companies 
would be assured, when they placed a con- 
tract, that the N.P.C_A. member would com- 
pletely live up to the ‘‘minimum standard.’’ 
This same minimum standard would become 
part and parcel of the contract. So it could 
be with numerous other national users of 
our services.

If sufficient food and cover 
is available there is little tendency 
for the average rat to travel 
more than 100 to 150 feet. Thus 
it would appear that there is little 
danger of rats moving into food

handling establishments from any 
great distance. 

As public awareness of the im- 
portance of sanitation increases, 
the factors that tend to make a 
rat or mouse happy and secure 
are being upset constantly, caus 
ing the extreme movements to oc- 
cur. Rarely is the population of 
an area permitted to remain static 


for any great length of time. 
These influences, coupled with 
the wanderlust that 


possesses 
small fry of most species, be it 
mice or men, make it very-likely 
that an attractive rat haven, such 
as a food processing or storage 
plant, will draw rats from the sur- 
rounding areas. “Thus, constant 
vigilance must be exercised by the 
Pest Control Operator to protect 
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his clients from this occasional] 
reinvasion. 
Consider The Source 

Let us take for illustration the 
hypothetical food processing 
plant shown in the accompany- 
ing diagram. In studying this 
problem of rat and mouse inva- 


sion 


the first consideration is to 
the sources from which the ro- 
dents are drawn. These include 


the public dumps, insanitary con- 
ditions in residential 
areas, commercial 


rural 
sub- 
standard dwelling units, and va- 
cant lands and waterways. Un 
fortunately, they generally pre- 
sent a problem too great and com- 
plex for the individual to solve. 
They will not be eliminated until 
the average citizen is educated to 
the point where he will not only 
demand proper sanitary care of 
the dumps, business and substand- 
ard housing areas, but will also 
remove the conditions favorable 
to rats from his own property. 
How They Get In 

The next consideration is the 
routes by which rats find their 
way into the food plant. It is good 
policy to suggest to the plant 
operator that rundown, outlying 
buildings should be razed for the 
reason that they afford tempo- 
rary harborage from which rats 
await the opportunity to get into 
the plant. In the manner 
stock piles of raw materials, build- 
ing supplies, discarded equipment, 
or finished products shelter rats. 


and

Suggest that these materials 
should be piled 12 to 18 inches off 
the ground. Waste products 


should be removed entirely from 


the premises and salvaged or 
dumped. If it is the practice of 
the management to maintain a 
private dump on the premises 
there should be at least 150 yards 
or so of open ground between the 
dump and the plant. Under no 
circumstances should garbage or 
other potential rat or mouse food 
be placed on these dumps. It is 
cheaper in the long run to have 
these materials placed at some 
distance on public dumps than to 
dump locally and increase the rat 
and mouse control problem in the 
plant. 

Dumps, Fences, Hedgerows, 

Ditches 

Wire fences are conducive to 
cleanliness. It is much easier to 
hide the ‘dirty laundry’ behind a 
board fence. In the same manner, 
hedgerows, brushy borders and 
heavy vegetation form excellent 
travel lanes for the incoming rats 
and mice. Rail sidings, roadways, 
ditches and streams are too fre- 
quently overlooked as_ travel 
routes. Movement of rats and mice 
can be stopped by trim, clean em- 
bankments, 
grounds. 


roadsides and 

This then brings us to our last 
line of defense—the plant itself. 
A thorough inspection of the out- 
side will disclose any carelessness 
that makes it easy for rodents to 
get in. Semi-enclosed loading 
docks offenders and these 
should be opened wide or closed 
completely. Rubbish

accumulate under platforms. <A 
double half door, 30 inches high, 
equipped with spring hinges, may 
be installed for use during the 
day. Such a door will permit the 
passage of hand trucks and will 
insure complete closure especially 
in the early morning and late af- 
ternoons when rats and mice are 
moving. All such doers should be 
tight fitting and flashed with gal- 
vanized metal sheeting to prevent 
gnawing and discourage climbing. 
Windows should be kept closed 
and panes must be replaced when 
broken to prevent entrance by ro- 
dents. Covering windows with one- 
fourth or three-eighths inch hard- 
ware cloth is a good practice.

feasible in some cases to do so. 
Therefore other methods must be 
resorted to for controlling rein- 
festations. A partial solution is 
offered with the use of a semi- 
permanent poisoned bait that is 
left out continuously under the 
protective cover of “bait sta- 
tions”. Before the advent of war- 
farin, a water solution of Com- 
pound 1080 (sodium fluoroace- 
tate) seemed the best means of 
producing results. However, “ten- 
eighty’s” extreme toxicity and 
danger of secondary poisoning 
make it a dangerous and imprac- 
tical tool for general use. Al- 
though there is much to be learned 
about the use of warfarin, it ap- 
pears to be a poison that can be

Prentiss Pest’ Tested 
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| ANY years ago, Mark 
Twain made a famous and 


oft-quoted remark to the effect 
that only two things are inevit- 
able: death and taxes. Taxes of 
the income variety while inevit- 
able enough need not be inevit- 
ably high. Here are legitimate 
ways to keep the tax bill down. 
Equipment Purchases 

The manner in which new equip- 
ment is purchased can make a vast 
difference in a pest control com- 
pany’s income tax. Take the case 
of Jones, an operator who owned 
an accounting machine which was 
old and beginning to give trouble. 
It had originally cost $1200.00, 
and had a depreciated value of 
$200.00. 

An office equipment vendor of- 
fered $100.00 in trade. Instead 
of taking this, Jones ran a classi- 
fied ad to sell his used unit out- 
right. The best offer was $90.00, 
which he took rather than trade 
for $100.00. Thereby, he saved 
a neat amount on the tax bill. 

The difference between depre- 
ciated value of $200.00 and sell- 
ing price of $90.00 was $110.00. 
By taking this loss in the form 
of an actual sale of the old equip- 
ment, Jones was able to claim 
and get a long term capital 
loss. But if he had sustained a 
$100.00 loss by taking the trade- 
in offer of $100.00, he would not 
have been able to take off a cent. 
(However, if Jones had been of- 
fered more than the depreciated 
figure, he would have taken this in 
the form of a trade-in and his 
book gain would not have been 
taxable.) The Treasury men do 
not recognize gains or losses that 
arise from trade-ins on new pur- 
chases. 

Renting vs. Ownership 

It’s sometimes possible to ef- 
fect considerable savings by rent- 
ing things rather than owning 
them. Depreciation rates often 
allow a negligible write-off every 
year. But 100% of a rental 
charge for business purposes may 
be deducted from income. In many 
cases, the tax savings does make 
renting more economical. 

Take for example Sam Smith, 
who owned his company, lock, 
stock, lot and building. Under 
the Federal law, he could not take 
any depreciation for the land, 
since land does not decrease in 
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value or wear out with the pass- 
ing years. His building was car- 
ried on a thirty-year amortization 
table. 

Then Smith sold his real estate 
and reserved the right to lease it 
back. He found that the addi- 
tional cost involved in renting was 
more than paid for by the tax ad- 
vantage of being able to charge off 
all of his occupancy costs — in- 
cluding the portion paid for the 
land. 

Moreover, he made a profit on 
the sale amounting to almost $10,- 
000. This represented an increase 
in value during the inflationary 
post-war years. The $10,000 was 
a long term capital gain, not part 
of regular income and taxed at 
only 25%.

(If Smith had sold for less than 
he put into the lands and building, 
he would have sustained a deduct- 
ible capital loss which would have 
helped, in itself, to reduce the 
amount of his income tax.) 

In working out arrangements 
like this, it’s a good idea to watch 
the wording of sell-and-rent-it- 
back agreements. In_ general, 
courts seem to have sustained 
these agreements as within the law 
provided: (1) there is no provis- 
ion that the seller can (or must) 
buy the property back at the end 
of the rental period; (2) the buy- 
er and seller aren’t closely related 

this arouses suspicions of a 
mere tax dodge; (3) the sale price 
is in line with the actual market 
value at the time; and (4) the 
sum charged for rental is also in 
line with fair present prices. 

Charitable Contributions 


It is common knowledge that 
charity contributions are deduct- 
ible. But how you give something 
can make a difference in the in- 
come tax bill. 

Unless he has an unusually high 
amount of personal, deductible 
expenses, a pest control operator 
is better off most times by using 


the tax table on the back of Form 
1040 (if his income is $5000.00 
or under) or the blanket deduc- 
tion of 10% or $1000.00, which- 
ever is less (if his income is over 
$5000.00. 

That’s why it is wise to throw 
in many expenses as_ business 
costs. To see how this works in 
the case of charity contributions, 
consider Brown and Green. 

Brown gave $100.00 to a Boy 
Scouts drive, $50.00 to the Red 
Cross and $50.00 to the Commun- 
ity Chest. It is perfectly legiti- 
mate for any business to donate to 
charity drives moreover, it is 
good public. spirit. Brown, a 
single proprieor, wrote checks to 
the Scouts, Red Cross and Com- 
munity Chest on his company’s 
bank account. That meant he 
had $200.00 of deductible charity 
donations to take off as an ordi- 
nary and necessary business ex- 
pense. Since his personai deduct- 
ible items were few he used the 
blanket deduction instead of item- 
izing—got his 10% plus the ex- 
tra $200 tax credit. 

Green, on the other hand, was 
less tax-wise although every bit as 
much a good citizen. He, too, 
gave $200.00 during the year to 
civic and charity drives. But he 
paid them out of his pocket as 
Green the private citizen instead 
of having them come from the 
company till. As a result, he lost 
tax credit for the deductions en- 
tirely, since his other personal de- 
ductions were not large enough to 
make it profitable for him to use 
the “long form” and itemize. 

Things as well as money count 
for deductibile charity contribu- 
tions. Bill Black, knowing this, 
obtained a tax saving of almost 
$100.00 by donating old office 
furnishings to a charitable insti- 
tution. “If we had sold these, we 
would have realized practically 
zero,” he says. “By giving them 
away, we were able to claim con- 
tribution for tax purposes.” 

It is important to remember 
in a case like Bill Black’s that 
Uncle Sam will allow the claim 
provided you put down a fair val- 
uation. A fair valuation means 
an approximation of the true de- 
preciated value, not what the do- 
nated things cost when they were 
new many years ago.

Hudson Spra 
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does an average serviceman spend his work day? What 
kind of customers does he serve on a routine run? How 
many? What chemicals and equipment are used? Pest Control 
wanted to get the answers to these and other questions 
about the employees of general pest control firms. 
Here’s what we found out about 
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Ihew does the average service- 
man spend his work day? 
Where does his work take him? 
What problems does he face? To 
answer these questions PEST 
CONTROL magazine recently 
spent a day on-the-job with a 
working serviceman. Here is a 
timetable report of that visit: 
At 7:45 A.M. on a gray, chilly 
morning, we were standing out- 
side the offices of Central Service 
and Exterminating Company in 
Cleveland, Ohio. Within a few 
minutes, a black, 1951 Studebaker 
sedan pulled up, and a neat ap- 
pearing young chap of twenty-six 
or twenty-seven got out and came 
over to us. He introduced him- 
self as Les Goldner, a serviceman 
with Central Service and Exter- 
minating. A few drops of rain 
had begun to spatter on the pave- 
ment, and we hurried over to the 
ear and got in. Goldner, after 
checking his trunk compartment 
to make sure he had enough sup- 
plies and equipment for the day’s 
work, joined us, and we started 
off through the now wet and traf- 
fic-laden Cleveland east side. 


Why Pest Control? 


On the way to Goldner’s ser- 
vice area, we asked him how he 
became interested in pest control 
work, and why he had decided to 
follow it as a profession. 

‘*Well,’’ he said, as he nosed 
the car carefully through the 
work-bound traffic, ‘‘I guess I’ve 
always had an interest in entomo- 
logy. After I was discharged 
from service, I started going to 
Ohio State, under the G. I. Bill. 
I majored, naturally, in entomolo- 
gy. Towards the close of my 
course, our professor brought in 
several successful PCOs to give 
lectures in practical pest control 
work. I guess they convinced me. 
It sounded like a good way to

give my entomology studies a 
practical and profitable applica- 
tion.’’ 

We asked Goldner how long 
he’d been a serviceman. 

‘‘About three years. I gradu- 
ated from State in 1948, and I’ve 
been at it ever since.”’ 

What about himself? Was he 
married? Children? 

‘*Right both times,’’ smiled 
Goldner, as he paused under a 
traffic light. ‘‘I was married 
while I was in school. We have 
two children now — a boy four 
and a girl two. And we’ve pur- 
chased a home, out in Parma on 
the wesi side.”’ 


First Stop 


At 8:15 A.M. we arrived at 
Goldner’s first service stop, a 
small meat-market in Cleveland’s 
St. Clair Avenue district. We got 
out and snapped up our jackets 
quickly against the damp cutting 
breeze. Goldner’s dress, we noted, 
was both neat and practical. He 
had on a blue jacket with match- 
ing cap, gray work shirt and 
pants. He went around to the 
trunk and unlocked it. Inside were 
a variety of labeled cans and bot- 
tles, small sprayers, bait cups and 
containers, a work box filled with 
assorted tools and a dusting mask. 
We asked Goldner what was in 
the bottles. 

‘*Chlordane,’’ he said, as he 
reached for one of the _ small 
sprayers. ‘‘We’ve been using it 
almost exclusively in our residual 
spray operations. Most of the 
time we use a 1% solution, but 
sometimes we have to use 2%. 
Where toxicity is a real problem 
we use Pyrenones.’’ 

Goldner took a small bottle of 
chlordane concentrate, sprayer, 
rubber gloves with cloth glove- 
like fillers, and a flashlight and 
we started toward the meat mar- 
ket. ‘‘If it’s flies we’re after,” 
he said, as he opened the door, 
“‘we usually use lindane, about 


14% solution.’’ We went inside. 


There were no customers yet. 
Goldner went right to the back, 
where the butcher and his assist- 
ant were busy cutting up steaks 
for the day’s sales. Butcher and 
PCO exchanged greetings and 
Goldner started right in, playing 
his flashlight under the refriger- 
ation unit, wall mouldings and 
wall and floor cracks, into any 
erevice that could possibly hide 
insect pests. 

We asked Goldner which pests 
were most common to meat mar- 
kets. 

‘**Roaches,’’ he said. ‘‘Roaches 
and more roaches. It’s a tough 
proposition keeping them out of 
any store where food is left in 
the open. But this place,’’ he 
said as he mixed chlordane con- 
centrate with water, poured it 
into the sprayer and began pump- 
ing it up, ‘‘is pretty clean. We 
work most of our accounts on a 
contractual basis — that means 
a visit every two weeks or a 
month. And when you keep at 
them, roaches aren’t so hard to 
get rid of. Trouble is, lots of 
business owners don’t believe you 
can set rid of insects, and that 
makes the problem even worse.’’ 


Goldner started around the 
walls of the back room spraying 
the moulding joints. ‘‘This Tee- 
Jet nozzle is pretty good,”’ he 
said. ‘‘Gives a nice, fine spray.’’ 
He stopped spraying and a few 
drops of chlordane concentrate 
sputtered up through the metal 
hose. ‘* That’s bad,’’ said Goldner. 
‘*Air gets in the valve and keeps 
it from shutting off properly. 
Brass and stainless steel sprayers 
are the only good ones. The in- 
secticide eats at the insides of any 
other kind, and pretty soon you 
need a new sprayer. We’ve been 
using Pest Control Equipment Co. 
sprayers.’’ 

Did Goldner usually mix his 
own formulations? ‘‘Mostly al- 
ways,” he said. ‘‘The company 
buys in large, concentrated bulk, 
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Pest control operators throughout the country are enthusiastic about the results 
obtained with Dethmor. Why? — Its simplicity of use reduces the service time required 
for rodent control, thus materially reducing the overhead.

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and we mix our own formulations 
according to what’s needed.’’ 

We went down through a trap 
door into the basement. Goldner 
sprayed carefully around the wall 
joints and floor cracks. Then he 
went back with his flashlight and 
started checking for rats. ‘‘There 
won’t be any here,’’ he said. ‘‘ But 
I always check, just the same. 
This fellow,’’ Goldner waved his 
hand toward the upstairs, ‘“‘had 
the whole place rat-proofed just 
a short time back. There used to 
be a big storage shed attached on 
the outside of that wall.’’ He 
pointed to the far end of the base- 


ment. ‘‘The rats would come in 
the shed, and then slip through 
eracks in the wall. He had the 
shed torn down and the walls ce- 
mented up. See,” Goldner turned 
his flashlight on the floor — 
‘‘there’s some old bread bait. 
Hasn’t been touched.’’ He scooped 
up the mouldy bread and dumped 
it in a nearby incinerator and we 
went upstairs. 

After repeating his spraying 
operations around the front of 
the store, Goldner went back and 
the owner signed a receipt for the 
work, ‘‘Most of my servicing is 
like that,’’ said Goldner, after we

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got outside. ‘‘They pay a regular 
fee each month, and we control 
the pests. It’s easier that way, 
and the operator doesn’t have to 
spend his time and patience col- 
lecting bills.’ 

We asked Goldner what precau- 
tions he took to keep sprays from 
touching foodstuffs. 

“Tf we’re space spraying,’’ he 
said, ‘‘we cover everything we 
ean’t move with canvas. If it’s 
just a residual spray around base- 
boards, I adjust the pressure down 
on the sprayer to keep the spray 
from misting up.’’ 

By 10:45 we had made four or 
five stops, all at similar food or 
drug establishments, and all with- 
in two blocks of each other. ‘“‘I 
have a daily list,” said Goldner, 
as we got into his car once more, 
‘fand I try to group them together 
so I don’t waste so much time 
driving from job to job. See’? — 
he showed us his notebook — 
‘‘each day I have a certain num- 
ber of calls to make and as I do 
them I check them off.’’ 

We asked the PCO how much 
contact he kept with the main 
office. ‘‘I eall in twice a day, 
once in the morning and again in 
the afternoon, in case anything 
special has come up. On Fridays 
I report in to the office, where 
the other servicemen and I meet 
with the boss to talk over prob- 
lems arising from our work. Then 
[I check out new supplies and 
equipment and hand in money 
from cash accounts.” 

We wanted to know if Goldner 
always worked alone. ‘‘Usually, 
but not always. Sometimes on a 
big clean-out, like a hospital or a 
hotel, it takes three or four of us. 
Once we had the whole staff out 
working on a big hospital. Took 
three days. What a rat’s nest!’’ 


Apartments, Ants and Firebrats 


Goldner pushed his foot on the 
accelerator and we slid down the 
street. 

‘“Where to now?’’ we asked. 

‘‘Apartment,’’ said Goldner. 
‘*Sixteen suites. Pretty clean.’’ 

What had he had most trouble 
with in apartments? 

‘Ants. And firebrats.’’ 

Goldner pulled up in front of 
a large, white-bricked apartment. 
We got out, and Goldner went 
around back and got his equip- 
ment. ‘“‘This is different,’’ he 
said as we walked toward the en- 
trance hall. ‘‘Dealing with peo- 
ple in their homes is tougher than 
in stores. Sometimes they aren’t 
up yet, and grumpy women are

hard to get along with. Some- 
times you ring the doorbell in the 
middle of a family argument. And, 
of course, lots of people feel the 
same way about insect pests as 
they do about measles. They don’t 
want ’em and they don’t want to 
tell about ’em.’’ 


Goldner rang the doorbell of 


the janitor’s apartment. A short 
gray-haired woman with tired 


eyes, answered. ‘‘ Yes?” she said. 

‘*Exterminator,’’ said Goldner. 

‘“Yes,’’? she said. ‘‘All right. 
Go ahead. I think everybody’s 
up.”’ 

We went into the basement 
first. There were several cracks 
in the floor. ‘‘This is where ants 
get through,’’ said Goldner, point- 
ing with his flashlight. ‘‘There’s 
a mound now.’’ He walked over 
a few feet and showed us a small 
mound of fresh yellow sand, push- 
ed through the crack. Goldner 
held the nozzle of his sprayer 
about an inch above the mound 
opening. ‘‘This’ll get ’em.” He 
gave the spraying trigger a long 
squeeze. 


Like It Warm 


After going through the laun- 
dry and several food and storage 
lockers, we went into the boiler 
room. ‘‘Always find firebrats in 
the boiler room — if you find 
them anywhere in the basement. 
They get into the warmest place, 
especially on cold days.’’ 

We asked if temperature had 
much to do with the appearance 
and disappearance of insects. 
‘‘Sure,’’ said Goldner, as_ he 
squirted chlordane around the 
edges of a coal bin. ‘‘On a cold 
day like this, you’re not liable to 
see anything at all. They stay 
in the walls and wait for warmer 
weather.”’ 

We went through 14 of the 16 
suites. In the other two, the peo- 
ple either weren’t home or didn’t 
come to the door. One woman, 
four stories up, had seen ants in 
her living room. Goldner sprayed 
carefully along the moulding 
edge, then told us such occur- 
rences were common. ‘‘They come 
in through the lower walls, then 
climb up. Once they get in the 
walls, it’s hard to rout them out 
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Best way to get them is around 
the foundation of the building.’ 
(Editor’s Note: Several species 
nest right in the building: phar- 
oah ants, crazy ants and others.) 


We went outside. There must 
have been ten or twenty ant hills 
scattered on the lawn. Goldner 
stooped over and administered a 
dose of chlordane in each one. 
‘“*This euts down on ants in the 
apartment,’’ he said. 


At 1:00 P.M. we ate luneh, in 
Goldner’s ear. What was on the 
agenda for the afternoon? 

One grocery store and then a 
clean-out, Goldner told us, be- 
tween bites at a large ham sand- 
wich. ‘‘Down on the south side. 
Been working on it for two after- 
noons. Really bad.’’ 

We finished off with soft 
drinks and Goldner started the 
ear. ‘‘You’ll see some real action 
this afternoon,’’ he said. ‘‘ Plenty 
of roaches.’’ 


Customer Relations 


Our first afternoon stop was a 


grocery store run by a Mr. B. 
Goldner finished his inspection 


and spraying quickly. The store 
was in good shape, he said. Mr. 
B. was quite excited about the 
current OPS regulations. ‘‘ What 





‘‘Lots of things,” said Goldner. 
‘On the first floor are several 
stores. The seeond floor is a ho- 
tel, and on the third floor are pro- 
fessional offices. I worked on the 
first and second floors the last 
two days. Today we go up to the 
third.’’ 

He opened the trunk. ‘‘We’ll 
need more stuff this time.’’ He 
took out the usual sprayer and 
bottle of chlordane concentrate. 
Then he took out a dusting mask, 
dusting applicator and a box of 
yellow dust. ‘‘2% chlordane,’’ 
he explained. A box of cornmeal 
mixed with 0.5% warfarin fol- 
lowed, and lastly two handfuls of 
bait cups. ‘‘Let’s go,’’ he said. 
We helped Goldner carry equip- 
ment up a long fire-escape at the 
back of the building and went 
inside. 


Roaches Come Running 

Most of the offices were open 
and filled with patient. listless- 
looking people waiting to see doc- 
tors or dentists. Goldner walked 
down almost to the end of the 
long hall and opened a door. We 
followed. The room had a rich, 
sweet smell, It was a dental lab- 
oratory. Over in the corner, a lab 
technician and his assistant were 
busy making plaster casts for 
false teeth.

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dusting mask and bulb applicator. 
‘*Just call the office and they'll 
send a man right out.’’ 

‘*Watch your feet,’’ said Gold- 
ner. ‘‘The roaches’ll come run- 
ning in a minute.’’ Goldner slip- 
ped on his dusting mask, went 
over to a large horizontal crack 
in the side wall and gave his rub- 
ber dusting applicator several 
quick squeezes. The roaches came 
running. Out of the crack, on to 
the floor, up over Goldner’s shoes, 
on his legs, off his legs, down on 
the floor and over on their backs, 
kicking. ‘‘Quite a demonstra- 
tion,’’ we said. ‘‘It’s a nerve 
poison,’’ said Goldner, turning 
dround and lifting his mask. 
‘‘That’s why they roll over and 
kick like that.’’ Goldner went at 
it again, at different points 
around the room. The roaches 
kept on running, crawling, rolling 
over, kicking. The portly lab 
technician turned a baleful eye 
on the proceedings. ‘‘I don’t like 
roaches,’’ he said. 

In a few minutes Goldner had 
the floor well-seattered with dead 
and dying roaches. He took a 
broom and swept them into a tidy 
pile. Goldner stooped over and 
picked up a couple of the more 
dead variety. ‘‘This one’s a fe- 
male’’ — he indicated one of the 
insects in his hand — ‘‘you ean 
see the egg capsule on its abdo- 
men.’’ We saw it, a curved brown 
tube hanging down from the rear 
of its quivering body. ‘‘The males 
are usually smaller, and have nar- 
rower ‘hips’” he observed. 
‘‘That’s how you can tell them 
apart.”’ 

A lone cockroach darted out of 
the wall and raced across the 
room. , Goldner gave him a short 
burst from his dusting applicator 
and the insect stopped short, 
flipped up and waved his feet in 
the air. Goldner swept him into 
the pile, got some paper, pushed 
the dead and paralyzed pests into 
it, wrapped it up and put it aside. 
I’ll put it in the incinerator can 
on the way out.’’ (Editor’s Note: 
PCOs avoid putting baits and 
dead vermin in garbage cans. 
Garbage is often raided by hu- 
man scavengers, and some gar- 
bage is used for hogs.) 

After Goldner placed a 2% re- 
sidual spray around the moulding 
edges and behind the shelves, we 
left the room, leaving the lab 
technician and his assistant look- 
ing distrustfully at the walls. 
**Call if you have more trouble,’’ 
said Goldner. 





We stopped in a_ lavatory. 
‘‘Anything that’s wet will at- 
tract a roach,” commented Gold- 
ner. ‘‘They even get into the 
wastebaskets.’’ He sprayed un- 
der the plumbing thoroughly, 
pausing to put some dust down 
behind the enamel facing of the 
wash bowls. ‘‘Can never tell 
where they'll be.” 

Was Goldner’s duster a manu- 
factured brand? ‘‘Yes.’’ He held 
it up so we could get a better look. 
**This one’s made by Central Rub- 
ber Products Company. A _ bulb 
duster is the thing to use in a 
roach clean-out,’’ he told us. 

We shut the door behind us. 
Goldner walked slowly along each 
side of the hall, spraying every 
possible opening. There weren’t 
too many. ‘‘Most insect pests,”’ 
he stated, ‘‘eome up through the 
walis. And they often get their 
start through holes and 
gnawed by rodents.”’ 

$y 4:15 P.M. we had gone 
through several doctor’s and den- 
tist’s offices. ‘‘Plaster again,’’ 
said Goldner, ‘‘but not so much 
of it. Most professional men keep 
their offices pretty clean. They 
don’t want insects around.’’ Gold- 
ner laughed. ‘‘The patients are 
scared enough as it is.’’ 

Goldner looked at his watch. 
“It’s 4:30. I usually knock off 
about this time.’’ We went down- 
stairs. ‘‘Wait a minute,’’ he said, 
as we started out the first floor 
door. ‘‘T’ll show you something.’’ 
He led the way down the base- 
ment. ‘‘Most pests leave trails, 
if you know how to look for them. 
Brown stain on a wall is a good 
way to find roaches. If you’re 
after slugs, you look for the glis- 
tening trails they trace across 
sidewalks. And if you’re looking 
for rodents’? — he indicated a 
large chink in the basement floor 

- *‘watch for spider webs. If 
they’re stretched out across en- 
try holes, chances are the rodents 
haven’t been running lately.” 

We walked out into the gray 
light of dying afternoon. Goldner 
stored his tools and equipment 
carefully in the trunk and locked 
it. We got in the car. ‘‘Where 
can I let you off?”’ asked Goldner. 
We told him our downtown office 
would be fine, if it wasn’t out of 
his way. ‘‘Not at all,’’ he said, 
“*T go that way.’’ 

Goldner eased out of the park- 
ing lot, onto the main thorough- 
fare, past a line of loading and 
unloading street-cars and turned

Retail Packaging 
Is Profitable 
For This Rockford PCO

) caaeryanaion of rodenticides, 
insect sprays and powders, 
bird repellent and sanitation items 
has become an important and pro- 
fitable development of the Burr 
Chemical Company, Rockford, Il. 


Established 13 years ago as a 
pest control service, A. W. Burr, 
proprietor soon learned that the 
sale of pest control items at re- 
tail is an essential part of the 
business. “It is one of the things 
a pest control operator gets into,” 
he says. 

After being in business one 
year, so many of the people for 
whom he had done work asked to 
purchase supplies of the chemicals 
they could use themselves that he 
was forced to start packaging 
items and seek a location where 
a retail business could be handled. 

The packaged line is marketed 
under the trade name “BUR-CO,” 
a combination of the first letters 
to the firm name. Newest addi- 
tion to the line is BUR-CO Bird 
Repellent, for application on win- 
dow ledges and cornices of build- 
ings to prevent pigeons, sparrows 
and starlings from roosting there. 
The Burr firm has an air com- 
pressor and Alemite pump for ap- 
plying the chemical to window 
ledges. They will contract with 
any building owner to rid _ the 
building of the bird menace, guar- 
anteeing the efficiency of the 
treatment for the duration of one 
year. 

Another big item in the Burr 
line of packaged goods is war- 
farin. Burr packages poison wheat 
and poison corn for use by farm- 
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ers as a rodenticide. Other items 
in the retail line include roach 
sprays and powders, fly sprays, 
moth crystals and ant killers. 
Brand Name Products 

The firm does a jobbing busi- 
ness on nationally advertised pro- 
ducts including Gold Seal Glass 
Wax; Demert & Dougherty Heet 
for automobile and oil burner use; 
Riverdale chemicals for agricul- 
tural use; H. D. Hudson Co. dust- 
ing and spraying equipment; In- 
nis, Speiden & Co. fumigants ; and 
products of the Pennsylvania Salt 
Mfg. Co. 

For a retail business in pest 
control items, an advantageous 
business location is required, Mr. 
Burr believes. It is inadvisable to 
be in a high rent location, where 
parking also is a problem. Yet, 
the store must be on a main trav- 
eled thoroughfare, where it will 
be readily seen by those who pass 
and must be very accessible. 

Nine years ago, the Burr Chem- 
ical Co. moved to its present loca- 
tion at 812 So. Main St. in Rock- 
ford, which has proved ideal for 
this type of business. It is on one 
of the city’s principal streets, yet 
distant enough from the central 
business district that parking 
spaces are always available close 
to the store. The firm is on the 
side of the street opposite the 
Illinois Central Railroad passen- 
ger station, from which 500 to 
800 people daily arrive or depart 
and go past the store in cars, 
buses or on foot. 

Located in a_ semi-industrial 
area, the Burr store is the only 


business on the street with window 
lights on after dark. Attention 
directed to the store is of such 
value that Mr. Burr lets the win- 
dow lights burn all night, direct- 
ing the attention of people going 
to and from the trains to his es- 
tablishment. Two or three adver- 
tised items are displayed in the 
window and window signs call at- 
tention to the various products in 
the line in season. The retail sec- 
tion is visible to people passing 
on the street. The store is kept 
neat and clean so it will have an 
inviting appearance to those who 
enter and those who pass. 

“Ours is a highly technical bus- 
iness,” comments Mr. _ Burr. 
“Sales people must be able to ans- 
wer questions about the use and 
applications of chemicals used in 
pest control.” Not infrequently 
people passing in cars, even from 
the adjoining state of Wisconsin, 
will see the store sign and stop in 
for information or purchase pest 
control items. The strategic lo- 
cation and ease of parking bring 
the firm much business from street 
and sidewalk traffic. 


Service Work 


The Burr firm operates a pest 
control service for grocery stores, 
restaurants, drug stores, factor- 
ies and institutions. Their service- 
men work out of Rockford on a 
circuit that enables them to call 
on every account at intervals of 
30 days. They operate in four 
states — Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa 
and Indiana; also, in a small part 
of Michigan. Both salesmen and 
servicemen have their own cars. 
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The spider’s “parlor” has gone modern.

They 
handle the Burr packaged pro- 
ducts and items for which the firm 
acts as jobber. They supply the 
retail trade in a wide area sur- 
rounding Rockford with BUR-CO 
products. As Rockford is in the 
center of a large agricultural dis- 
trict, the farm business is large. 


900 Gallons In One Day 

One day last summer, 900 gal- 
lons of DDT were sold for corn 
borer work. During the planting 
season, the sale of packaged in- 
secticides for spraying and dust- 
ing plants and trees is a big item. 
There are many large dairy farms 
between Rockford and Chicago. 
The sale of cattle sprays and dis- 
infectants is an important source 
of business. During the summer 
months, Burr contracts to spray 
yards and estates for the elimin- 
ation of flies and mosquitoes. 

The success of the Burr Chem- 
ical Co. in expanding pest control 
service into a “big volume” retail 
and wholesale business through 
the sale of packaged goods pro- 
vides a perspective of the oppor- 
tunities in this field.

been particularly abundant in the 
ditch before the warfarin stations 
were started. At the present time 
the rat population is definitely 
low and the trails are becoming 
overgrown. Thus it seems feasible 
that a practical sanitation and 
ratproofing program can be ef- 
fectively supplemented with the 
establishment of permanent war- 
farin bait-stations to keep the ro- 
dent population pressure on the 
outside to an absolute minimum.

By Dr. F. A. Urquhart

of carpet beetles and hide beetles in- 
fest carpets, furniture and other dry 
animal products. All are compact 
little beetles, with tiny heads, broad 
shoulders and with wing covers 
clothed in scales of several colors 
(see below). 

To control most species of carpet 
beetles, either a 10% DDT dust or 
5% DDT oil base spray is recom- 
mended. A mixture of 2% DDT and 
¥2 to 1% chlordane in oil has also 
proved effective, applied to wall 
cracks, baseboards and areas of local 
infestation. For widespread infesta- 
tion, fumigation with hydrocyanic 
acid, chloropicrin, methyl bromide 
or carbon bisulfide is advised. It 
may also be necessary to get rid of 
flowering bushes next to the house. 

1. Black carpet beetles (Attagenus 
piceus): Adult is from 3.5 to 5 mm. 
long, oblong-shaped_ satiny black or 
with wing covers reddish-brown. Body 
is covered with soft, short hairs. Adults 
feed on pollen of flowers, probably en- 
tering homes while on the wing. Larvae 
are about 5/16 inch long, carrot-shaped 
and covered with short golden brown or 
dark brown hair. Larvae feed on all 
types of woolens and other dry animal 
products, causing more severe damage to 
fabric than the clothes moth. Damage is 
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frequently blamed on clothes moths. 


2. Common carpet beetles (Anthre- 
nus scropulariae): About 3 mm. long. 
Black, with minute whitish scales and a 
longitudinal band of orange-red scales 
around eyes. Adults feed on flowers 
and enter homes through open windows. 
Attack woolens and other animal prod- 
ucts which are left undisturbed, such 
as feathers, leathers, furs, hairbrushes, 
silks, mounted museum specimens and 
pressed plants. 


> 


3. Furniture carpet beetle (Anthre- 
nus vorax): Same size as common ¢car- 
pet beetle. Has series of yellow and 
white scales across the back, giving in- 
sect a mottled yellow and black ap- 
pearance. Extremely destructive to 
animal products of all kinds, particu- 
larly upholstered furniture, brushes 
and carpets. When such cellulose ma- 
terials as linen, cotton, rayon, jute, 
soft paper or leather are stained with 
animal excreta, or when they enclose 
animal products, larvae will gnaw 
through these materials. 


4. Waried carpet beetles (Anthrenus 
verbasci): Adults are 2 to 3 mm. long 
Dorsal side of body is black in center, 
with an irregular arrangement of white, 
brownish and yellowish scales. Under 
side is clothed with fine, long, grayish 
scales. Attacks wide variety of animal 
and plant products, from carpets and 
woolen goods to dried silk-worm pupae 
and rougher grain cereals. 


Lady beetles (family Coccinellidae): 
There are many species of lady beetles, 
but all have an oval body about 4” 
long. Color varies widely according to 
species, a spotted dorsal side being fre- 
quent. Larvae are somewhat lizardlike 
and usually have short tufts of spines 
over their body. These insects abound 
in colonies of plant lice, and are gen- 
erally considered beneficial. Will occa- 
sionally enter homes seeking warm 
place for hibernation. 


Granary weevils (family Curculioni- 
dae): Adult granary weevils are some- 
what cylindrical in shape and about 
1/6” in length. Have ridged wing cov- 
ers, with a prolonged snout extending 
downward from the front of the head 
about one-fourth the length of the 
body. Color is dark brown or _ black. 
Lives indoors and attacks wheat and 
other grains. May produce several 
generations per year, depending on 
temperature levels. (Most people who 
deal in grain and grain products call all 
beetles that infest their products “wee- 
vils”. Actually there are over 20 im- 
portant species of beetles which infest 
grain products.) When a local infesta- 
tion of granary weevils occurs, 5% 
DDT or 2% chlordane sprays will ef- 
fectively control them. If the possibility 
of contamination exists, standard or 
residual pyrethrums should be used 
For widespread infestation, such as in 
grain storage towers, methyl bromide, 
chloropicrin and carbon bisulphide fum- 
igation or super-heating is recommend- 
ed. 


Confused flour beetle (Tribolium con- 
fusum): Adults are about 1/7 inch 
long, shiny, reddish-brown in color. 
Body is flattened and oval, with head 
and upper parts of thorax densely cov- 
ered with minute punctures. Wing cov- 
ers are ridged lengthwise and sparsely 
punctured between ridges. Attacks wide 
range of foodstuffs, including all grains 
and milled products of a starchy na-

ture. Apparently, this beetle can do no 
damage to sound grains, the larvae 
feeding only on previously damaged ma- 
terials. 5% DDT or 2% chlordane resi- 
dual sprays can control confused flour 
beetles — in restaurants, warehouses, 
stores, homes and other points of local 
infestation. In grain storage bins, an in- 
secticidal barrier can be raised by spray- 
ing the empty bin with a 5% DDT 
emulsion, 44% lindane, or residual 
pyrethrum spray. When using this 
method, the bin should be allowed to 
stand empty for 3 to 4 weeks before 
filling with grain. Carbon bisulphide, 
HCN, chloropicrin, or methyl bromide 
fumigation is recommended for controll- 
ing confused flour beetles after grain 
has been stored. 


Saw-toothed grain beetle (Oryzaephi- 
lus surinamensis): About 1/10 inch long, 
adults are slender, flat and brown. It 
gains its name from the peculiar struc- 
ture of the thorax, which bears six saw- 
toothed like projections on each side. 
Attacks in both larval and adult stages 
all foods of vegetable origin, particu- 
larly grains and grain products. Con- 
trols same as for confused flour beetle.

Silvester the Silverfish 
If your wife is like mine, she has 
a soft spot in her heart for any- 
thing “cute,” especially such low- 
ly creatures as a cockatiel or may- 
be a lone house spider. I really 
had a problem on my hands when 
she resisted my move to kill a sil- 
verfish I saw in 
our library 


“Don’t 


y ou 
dare kill him,” 
she said, 
“That’s Silves- 


ter and I think 
he’s cute.” No 
matter how I 
tried to con 
vince the better 
half that he’d 
eat up my en- 
tomology books 
she stuck to 
her guns and protected Silvester 
the Silverfish. A month or so 
later when we discovered her “pet” 
had gathered a flock of relatives 
she acquiesced and let me go to 
work. 

To get technical for a second, 
there are actually two species so 
much alike they have the same 
habits and are controlled in the 
same way. More common is the 
silverfish (Lepisma saccharma 
L.) with its uniform silvery or 
pearl-gray color. When you catch 
one of these, silvery scale-like par- 
ticles rub off on your hands. The 
other, called the fire brat (Ther- 
mobia domestica Pack.), is dis- 
tinguished by the dusky markings 
on its back. Each is a little more 
than 3%” long, with 3 long tail- 
like projections at the hind end of 
its body and 2 long, slender feel- 
ers at the head end. Besides these 
two proper names, you'll hear 
them called such things as a silver- 
louse, bristletail, silverwitch, sil- 
verfish moth and slicker. 


From the Cradle 
Nobody seems to know too much 
about the biology of silverfish, 
however it seems that in temperate 
climates females lay from 6 to 10 
eggs each late in the spring. There 
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art, however, indications that egg 
laying occurs at all seasons of the 
year in heated buildings. 

Eggs of the common silverfish 
are about 1/32” long, oval, whit- 
ish, without apparent sculptur- 
ings. They are not attached to 
anything, roll about freely and 
can be shaken off paper, etc., eas- 
ily. 

Newly hatched young closely 
resemble their parents in form and 
general appearance, and the simi- 
larity continues all through im- 
mature stages. They have grad- 
ual metamorphosis. Development 
is rather slow in usual house con- 
ditions, but they’re a hardy lot, 
able to subsist under the most un- 
favorable food shortages for a 
long time. In fact, adults have 
been kept alive without food for 
as long as 319 days, almost a 
vear. And, when they have food 
around, silverfish can live to the 
ripe old age of 3 years. 


Find Them Anywhere 


Even though silverfish thrive 
best in damp, warm, dark places, 
they’ll pop up to cause serious 
damage almost anywhere in even 
the best-kept of houses and in 
rooms and attics in country homes 
that are never artificially heated. 
Better constructed and_ evenly- 
heated buildings being built today 
make this insect very happy, they- 
’re their “vacation in Florida.” 

In apartment houses silverfish 
are most abundant in heated base- 
ments and from there they follow 
pipe lines to apartments on the 
lower floors. You may find sur- 
prisingly large numbers of them 
in new buildings the walls of which 
are still damp. 

Silverfish are nocturnal in hab- 
it; they shun light and are experts 
in quickly finding places to hide. 
That’s why you seldom see them 
until they have become very abun- 
dant. 

Dine In Peace 


If these salamander-like pests 
could choose between a noisy cafe- 
teria and the more sedate, dimly- 
lit cocktail lounge, they’d pick the 
latter. 

Their diet consists of sizing in 
paper, being particularly fond of 
high quality papers with a glazed 
surface ; bookbindings ; wallpaper ; 
starchy insulation materials; and 
anything held together with paste 





or gum. It plays havoc with 
starched clothing, chews at the 
gum-glazed cardboard labels in 
museum, cases, eats holes in some 
thin fabrics, especially those of 
rayon, nylon, and starched lace 
curtains. In short, they prefer 
vegetable foods having a_ high 
starch or sugar content and are 
very fond of moist wheat flour. 

In a home a 5% solution of 
DDT in refined kerosene can be 
applied with the usual household 
sprayer. Spray just enough to 
moisten thoroughly the surfaces 
where silverfish will craw] over the 
deposit of DDT. To keep these 
insects out of closets apply a 5% 
DDT solution as a residual spray 
to closet walls and clothing. 

Dust stored books and _ news- 
papers with 10% DDT powder. 
Sodium fluoride dust, as well as 
the DDT powder, can be applied 
with a hand duster blowing it into 
cracks or spreading a thin film 
wherever the appearance of the 
deposit will not be objectionable. 
The use of dusts is especially de- 
sirable wherever there is danger of 
fire from an oil spray. 

Pyrethrum dust or spray (or 
a combination of pyrethrum and 
DDT) can be used, repeating ap- 
plications as often as necessary to 
kill the pests. 

Silverfish can sometimes be con- 
trolled by using a poison bait. One 
that was found very effective and 
is recommended by U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture contains: 


100 parts... Oatmeal 
(ground to flour) 
8 parts . .. White arsenic 
or sodium fluoride 
5 parts ... Granulated sugar 
2 parts... Salt 


These ingredients should be 
mixed thoroughly. Place about 
a teaspoonful of the bait in sever- 
al shallow cardboard boxes (neck- 
tie boxes) and distribute them 
near or in the haunts of silverfish 
if safety factors permit. Cover 
each box loosely with a crumpled 
sheet of paper. 

Another effective bait can be 
made by thoroughly mixing 5 
parts of sodium fluoride and 95 
parts of flour. Distribute this 
bait as described above or apply 
it in small pinches every 2 or 3 
feet behind baseboards and in 
other places where silverfish are 
found. 

Still another formula contains

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How to Make a ‘Seal-Off” 
For Dirt-Filled Porches 
In Southern California 


By KENNETH G. SCOTT

One of the most common structural pest control 
problems in Southern California is that of earth-filled 
terraces, porches and steps. There are many condi- 
tions that cause infestation and infection to oceur in 
the framing adjacent to the earth-filled areas. A prob- 
lem common to all structural pest control operators 
is pre-determining the amount of weakness in infested 
timbers in order to estimate fairly the cost of repair. 

The ‘‘Accepted Standards’’ for inspection and ree- 
ommendations, accepted and approved by the Pest Con- 
trol Operators of California, Inc., in this regard, states: 
‘*Wood structural members weakened by termite at- 
tacks shall be replaced or reinforced. Timbers slight- 
ly infested by termites alone, but not structurally 
weakened, need not be replaced if properly treated 
and isolated from further infestation. In general, wood 
infested by fungi must be removed and, if structurally 
necessary, replaced.’’ There must be a balance in 
what can be seen, and what can be assumed. Too, the 
recommendations and specifications must clearly out- 
line the work to be performed. 

The picture shown in Figure 1 is of an earth-filled 
concrete porch adjacent to a frame dwelling. Figure 2 
shows the sills, cripples, siding and headers that eom- 
bine to retain the porch fill, and serve the function of 
supporting structural sub timbers. The evident damage 
indicates that all adjacent timbers must be replaced. 

Recommendations approved in the Standards, appli- 
cable to such repair, are outlined as: ‘‘Where earth 
fills of porches and terraces are not properly isolated 
from the wood of the building, such fills shall be iso- 
lated by a barrier wall not less than four inches thick 
of either poured concrete or masonry set in cement 
mortar. Where possible, earth-filled fireplace bases 
are to be treated in the same manner as earth-filled 
porches. When impossible to install conerete barriers 
and an infestation exists, chemical treatment may be 
recommended.’’ 

A concrete ‘‘seal-off’’ is the terminology applied to 
such poreh repair. Figure 3 shows an earth-filled 
porch in the process of a poured concrete seal-off. A

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running strip of the porch cap, 6” wide, is cut to a 
depth of 14” to 3/16”. This cut is normally performed 
by marking a strip with a pencil line, and following 
this line with a heavy duty electric saw. A 9” saw 1s 
preferable because of its weight, as a 7” skilsaw or sim- 
ilar tool is inclined to bounce and break the abrasive 
cutting wheel. In the event that a light saw is prefer- 
able because of its greater flexibility in general carpen- 
ter work, it can be used with reasonable satisfaction by 
installing a 1 x 4 adjacent to the structure to be used 
as a spacer, Blades cost approximately $1.85 each, 
and a 9” blade will cut about 300 lineal feet of porch 
cap before the blade is worn past efficient use. These 
blades will stand very little radial pressure and a stur- 
dy guard is most necessary. A brick marking tool is 
used to ‘‘crack out’’ the conerete porch cap. Should 
the marking tool be wider than the width of the cut 
made by the abrasive wheel, then the impact will mar 
the face of the porch cap and result in a final repair 
that is not neat. The 6” strip of concrete is broken 
out by means of a gad and a 6 lb. single jack (too 
heavy a hammer may shatter or crack portions of the 
porch cap. After the broken conerete is removed, the 
earth fill is removed to a point approximately 4” below 
the foundation eap. A brick trowel, worn to a rounded 
point, is a very effective tool for this purpose. 

The repair proceeds, as shown in Figure 4, by using 
a 14” electric hammer or a plumber’s chisel, to break 
the stucco and expose the header or rim joist. Care 
should be exercised while striking at a tangent, not to 
allow the chisel or hammer to rest against the exposed 
porch cap. The result of such carelessness is illustrat- 
ed in Figure 4. 

From the under area, the next step is to install a 
temporary girder at a point 1” back of the header or 
rim joist. This is performed by cutting a 4 x 4 girder 
to length and holding it in position by hydraulie jacks 
while 4 x 4 temporary pier posts are cut to length and 
installed. Then the cripple studs, sills, and plates are 
removed, with the weight of the wall carried by the 
temporary girders and piers. Assuming that the header 
is uninfeeted with fungus or not damaged materially 
by subterranean termite infestations, the next step is 
to install a new mudsill in position directly under the 
header. Foundation bolts with nuts and washers are 
‘“‘hung’’ in the sill, in accordance with the building 
eode, and hydraulic jacks are used to hold the sill 
firmly in position. 3/4” pipe is eut to length and driv- 
en into position between the foundation cap and the 
bottom of the new sill. A metal shim under the sill 
will make for easier driving. These lengths are spaced 
about 5’ apart. 

Now, 1 x 6 form boards are cut to 
length and one man slips these one at 
a time from the exposed cap of the 
porch, and holds them in _ position 
against the temporary pier posts while, 
from the under area, his partner 
‘‘tacks’’ them there. A metal or felt 
strip is then applied in such a manner 
as to eliminate any concrete-to-wood 
contact. 

The next step is to chemically treat 
the remaining earth fill, and the ex- 
posed foundation is either painted with 
a bonding cement or wet-dusted with 
dry plastic cement. 

Next, a properly mixed 1-3-4 con- 
erete barrier is poured and tamped 
thoroughly. In conjunction with this 
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Termites and other enemies of wood 





pouring and tamping we have 
found it wise to use masking tape 
and paper at the top of the seal- 
off’’ in order to protect the stucco 
or frame finished surface. By 
using a wire tamp in order to get 
the gravel comfortably below the 
surface and using a 50-50 mixture 
of sand and dry cement as a drier 
we find less echanee of checking 
than we do by using a topping or 
grout mixture. 

Except for removal of form 
boards and temporary piers, posts 
and girders, the job is now com- 
plete. An experienced two-man 
erew, working under normal con- 
ditions, can average about 40’ of 
such porch repair in an 8 hour 
day. 

Figure 5 shows the eap of the 
poreh after the barrier wall has 
been poured so as to both extend 
the existing foundation and ‘‘seal- 
off’’ the earth fill. The now ex- 
tended foundation (from the un- 
der area) is shown in Figure 6. 
The before and after conditions 
ean be clearly noted in the dia- 
gram, Figure 7. Note the slope 
of conerete away from the house 
so that rain water, or any seep- 
age, will not stand against the 
stueco or framing. 

The inspector must bear in mind 
that faulty slope stability, if pres- 
ent in the original porch eap, will 
not be improved by this type re- 
pair, even though the installation 
of such repair will keep the water 
from setting against the building 
agalnh. 


Kalotermes In Shipped Lumber 

Lumber shipped from regions 
where dry-wood termites are pre- 
valent may be the cause of infes- 
tations in areas where they are 
not usually found. 

J. L. Purdy, a member of the 
NPCA_ termite committee, and 
owner of Extermital Termite Ser- 
vice, Hamilton, Ohio, cites a re- 
cent case of his as a good exam- 
ple. Inspecting a newly-arrived 
west-coast shipment of fresh tim- 
ber, lumber yard officials found it 
infested with insects. Purdy was 
called. Findings: a_ horde of 
‘‘dry-wood” termites. 

TOs should advise lumber com- 
panies in their areas to be on the 
lookout for such infestations, and 
to report them at once. Warm 
interiors constructed of infested 
wood can bring many headaches 
to termite operators and home- 
owners alike. 
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How Does 
Wood Decay?

Part One 


Wood is the most common 
structural material the pest con- 
trol operator deals with in his 
daily work. Since wood is used 
in every type of construction and 
in a variety of other places, a 
knowledge of the composition of 
wood and Wood Decay is an es- 
sential prerequisite for thorough 
workmanship. 

In the forest the automatie and 
continual rotting of fallen trees 
‘‘balanece of nature’’ is necessary 
to disintegrate and convert these 
fallen trees into humus and usable 
nutrients. Wood-rotting fungi, 
assisted by insects and bacteria, 
make possible this natural useful 
phenomenon out-of-doors. But 
when it comes to structural uses 
of wood, everything possible must 
be done to discourage this natural 
disintegration. 

Wood rot, which some claim to 
be a major disadvantage of wood, 
is much over-rated. 

Cause of Decay 

The deeay of wood is caused 
by the activities of low forms of 
plant life known as wood-destroy- 
ing fungi. These decay fungi be- 
long to a special group, most of 
which have fleshy spore-produe- 
ing bodies mush- 
rooms, brackets. The microscopic 
spores (or tiny seed-like organ- 
isms) are carried by wind and in- 
sects to start new infections. (Fig. 
1). Decay may also spread, with- 
out formation of spores, by direct 
growth of mycelium from infected 
wood (or ground) to sound timber 
in contact with it. After infee- 
tion has taken place, fungus de- 
velops within the wood, forming 
microscopic, threadlike 
tures which are

The upper part of 
the wood in this specimen 
is softened and weakened, 
and the lower edge cracked 
and nearly disinteg?fted, 
but fungi make no definite 
galleries such as those cut 
by termites. 





known as hypha (plural hyphae) 
and collectively as mycelium. 
(Fig. 2). Mycelium are similar 
in function to the root system of 
a plant since they constitute the 
absorbing system of a fungus. In 
their early stages, the decay 
hyphae spread out in all diree- 
tions in wood, passing from cell 
to cell through bore holes which 
they make in the cell wall. 

In advanced stages of decay, 
wood may become punky, soft and

ted or crumbly, depending upon 
the nature of attacking fungus 
and the extent of decay. 
Cenditions For Decay 

Wood decays only where it is 
acted upon by living organisms. 
If it is kept in a sterile condition, 
it will last indefinitely. W ood- 
rotting fungi occur only when the 
following five conditions exist: 

1. The presence of oxygen. 

2. The presence of moisture. 
3. The presence of suitable tem 

perature. 

4+. A supply of suitable food 

(the right wood and species). 

5. The absence of any disin- 

fectant. 

Therefore wood which is kept 
continually dry will not deeay, 
but will be subject to attack by 
Insects frequently are 
the means by which spores of des- 
tructive fungi are earried into 
wood. On the other hand, when

Chlordane Labeling Revised 

Instructions to manufacturers 
to guide them in proper labeling 
of household - type chlordane in- 
secticides under the Federal In- 
secticide, Fungicide and Rodenti- 
cide Act are being revised, says 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

Revised instructions will limit 
use of such insecticides to “spot” 
applications for control of such 
insects as roaches, ants, and a few 
other pests. Labeling recommend- 
ing general treatment of large 
areas, or treatment of furniture 
and clothing will not be permitted. 
Also, directions will not be per- 
mitted for household use of mist 
sprays containing chlordane. 

For insecticides and containers, 
packaging and labeling of chlor- 
dane products prepared prior to 
September 15, 1951, the new in- 
structions will be effective in one 
year. For packaging and label- 
ing of insecticides and containers 
after that date, the instructions 
will be effective immediately. 

Details can be obtained by read- 
ing Interpretation 19, published 
in the Federal Register of Septem- 
ber 15, 1951.

BE&PQ Has New Research Group 


Research on control of insects 
that destroy stored products is to 
be conducted by the Division of 
Stored Product Insect Investiga- 
tions, a new research group in 
the Bureau of Entomology and 
Plant Quarantine. 

Randall Latta, longtime re- 
searcher on various methods of in- 
sect control, has been designated 
acting leader of the new division 


by Avery S. Hoyt, Bureau chief. 
Latta’s first assistants are Drs. 
R. T. Cotton and Lyman S. Hen- 
derson, both well-known Bureau 
authorities on stored products in- 
sects. 

Previously, studies on _ these 
types of insects were conducted by 
several of the Bureau’s research 
divisions. Reorganization will per- 
mit better coordination of effort, 
and will allow the public and in- 
dustry to secure answers to its 
problems from a single source. 

Research by the new division 
will be carried out at several cen- 
ters; stored grain insects being 
investigated at the Bureau’s Man- 
hattan, Kansas laboratory; while 
insects which cause problems dur- 
ing manufacturing or processing 
will be studied at the Bureau’s 
laboratory in Savannah, Ga. The 
present Division of Control In- 
vestigations, located at the Agri- 
cultural Research Center in Belts- 
ville, Maryland, will also work on 
problems coming within the new- 
ly-established division. 


City Campaigns 

Weekhawken, New Jerse y’s 
Board of Health is planning a 
two month rat campaign this fall. 
Many complaints have been re- 
ceived from residents of the Ship- 
pen Street section of the town- 
ship. Officials report the rats live 
in cliffs near the houses, and may 
originally have come from the 
wharf areas. 

Rhode Islanders suffered their 
worst mosquito infestation in 15 
years says William V. Bartose- 
wicz, state mosquito control su- 
pervisor. This despite an expen- 
diture of $60,000 in state and lo- 
cal funds. Cited as chief reason 
for the heavy infestation was the 
failure of some 16 cities in Rhode 
Island to cooperate in a city-wide 
campaign. 


Wider Insurance Coverage

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Imported Fire Ant Control 

Imported fire ants sting both 
man and animals and attack a 
large variety of vegetable plants, 
according to “The Imported Fire 
Ant,” a pamphlet recently issued 
by the Bureau of Entomology and 
Plant Quarantine. 

Infesting principally the south- 
eastern United States, particular- 
ly southwestern Alabama and 
southeastern Mississippi, the im- 
ported fire ant can most easily be 
recognized by the mound it builds. 
Averaging about 15 inches in dia- 
meter and 10 inches in_ height, 
these structures may range as 
high as 2 feet in open pastures. 

Chlordane, says this BE&PQ 
booklet, is the best insecticide yet 
found for controlling the import- 
ed fire ant. Emulsifiable concen- 
trates and wettable powders con- 
taining from 25 to 75% chlordane 
are available for use in sprays. 
Dusts may be used, but best re- 
sults have been achieved with 
emulsion sprays. 

In small areas of light infesta- 
tion, the publication states, treat- 
ment of individual mounds is prac- 
ticable, but on extensive heavily- 
infested areas it is advisable to 
treat the entire soil surface. Best 
time of year to apply treatment, 
it is said, is late fall or early win- 
ter, when ants have less chance to 
recover and mounds can be seen 
more easily. 

Treatment of Individual Mounds 

Spray for treating individual 
mounds should contain 0.37% chlor- 
dane. To prepare 1 gallon of spray, 
add 2 tablespoonfuls of 45% emulsi- 
fiable concentrate to 1 gallon of 
water,’ or 1 ounce of 50% wettable 
powder. Three quarts of emulsifiable 
concentrate or 6 pounds of wettable 
powder can be added to 100 gallons 
of water to achieve the same pro- 
portionate mixture. 

Three gallons of spray should be 
applied to an average sized mound, 
saturating both the mound and an 
area 3 feet around it. Hard surface 
of the mound should be broken to 
permit greater penetration. 

When using dust, cover the mound 
with about 3 ounces of 5% dust and 
rake into soil. Inspection should be 
be made 10 days to 2 weeks after ini- 
tial treatment. If any colonies sur- 
vive, another treatment is necessary. 
Use 1 gallon of spray or 3 ounces 
dust in re-treatment. 

Area Treatment 


For treating widely-spread infest- 
ed areas use chlordane spray. On 
uncultivated lands and in crop fields 
not to be used for food or animal 
feed, 4 pounds chlordane per acre is 
recommended. On lawns, parkways 
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and pastures use only 2 pounds per 
acre, to reduce hazards to children 
and animals. Watering after treat- 
ment will increase effectiveness and 
further reduce danger. When using 
a power sprayer, apply this dosage 
in 50 gallons of water, which gives 
a spray containing 0.5% chlordane. 
To prepare this spray add ™% gallon 
45% emulsifiable concentrate or 4 
pounds 50% wettable powder to 50 
gallons water. 

When using hand equipment, the 
amount of water should be reduced,

If survivors are found 10 days to 
2 weeks later, re-treatment should 
be made, either of individual mounds 
or the entire area. 

Safety Precautions 

BE&PQ advises that livestock 
should be kept off treated pas- 
tures for at least 2 weeks, and 
that children or pets should not 
be allowed on treated lawns until 
the insecticide has been washed 
into soil by rain or hosing.

Discovery Eases Sulphur Pinch 

A growing world sulphur short- 
age has been eased by the discov- 
ery in Louisiana of the first ma- 
jor sulphur deposit in 20 years. 

Uncovered by the Freeport Sul- 
phur Co., this deposit has a total 
productive possibility of 500,000 
long tons per year. It consists of 
brimstone or native sulphur, the 
purest and cheapest form of. that 
element. 


Warfarin Spoilage 

Warfarin bait spoilage in hot 
weather can best be avoided by 
keeping moisture content of the 
preduct below 10%, a release 
from the Wisconsin Alumni Re- 
search Foundation indicates. 

Keeping baits at low moisture 
content reduces likelihood of 
molding and insect infestation, 
the bulletin says. Warfarin bait 
formulators are further advised 
to make up frequent batches to 
shorten storage periods, and to 
use coarsely cut or rolled oats as 
an ingredient of finished baits, 
particularly in summer. 

Oats, the bulletin states, have 
natural antioxidant properties 
and tend to retard development of 
rancidity in any cereal mixture, 
and are less susceptible to mold- 
ing and insect infestation than 
other ground cereals such as corn 
meal. 

Best quality, mature cereal 
grains should be used in prepar- 
ing warfarin baits, it is added. 





Wasp Venom May Be Insecticide 

Tests made with the venom 
from a tiny parasitic wasp indi- 
cate the secretion may provide 
tailor-made insecticides for speci- 
fic species of insect pests. This 
according to Dr. Raimon L. 
Beard, of the Connecticut Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, New 
Haven. 

Dr. Beard explains in the Con- 
necticut Agricultural Station’s 
Bulletin, that venom secreted by 
habrobracon, a small parasitic 
wasp, is 100,000 more toxic to 
certain insect larvae than DDT. 

He finds that even when this 
insect’s venom is diluted, it is ef- 
fective when injected into wax 
moth larvae, though most of these 
larvae are not readily killed by 
common insecticides. 

As yet, no methods have been 
discovered to synthesize this se- 
cretion, and the potential supply 
from the wasps themselves is 
strictly limited. 


Mosquitoes Kill Rabbits 


Australian scientists have armed 
mosquitoes with a disease virus 
and set them free to attack rab- 
bits in an attempt to control Aus- 
tralia’s greatest natural pest.

By keeping his in- 
come under that figure, you can 
eat the wage cake and have the 
tax saving too. 

Jim Cooper’s 16-year old son 
does vacation work as an office 
boy and all-around errand runner. 
Since his pay came to less than 
$500.00 last year, Cooper was 
able to claim the boy as a depend- 
ent and still take a business deduc- 
tion for the boy’s salary. 

Fred Martin, on the other hand, 
lost his son as a dependent when 
he didn’t watch the boy’s earn- 
ings. Like any father, he was 
proud when Fred, Jr. asked per- 
mission to throw a _ newspaper 
route after school hours. Junior’s 
earnings came to $586.72, and 
Fred Senior had to pay almost 
$200.00 in extra taxes when he 
could no longer put down his son 
as a dependent. 


Depreciation 

Well aware of the workings of 
the capital gains provision of the 
tax law, George Gray halved his 
tax on a long term gain of nearly 
$2000.00 realized from a secur- 
ities sale. Gray owned a panel 
delivery truck, “for which,” says 
George, “we had about as much 
use as for a snow plow in summer. 
At the time it was purchased, it 
looked like a good buy. But it 
drank oil as if the stuff tasted 
good. It burned gas. It was one 
of those postwar lemons bought

at an inflated price.” 

Gray’s books showed a depre- 
ciated valuation of $1000 on the 
truck. He took it to a dealer who 
examined the vehicle and_ said 
shortly: “Fifty dollars.” 

“Done,” said Gray who was well 
aware that he couldn’t have trad- 
ed the creaking panel truck for 
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more than that amount anyway. 
He then went back to his office 
and happily deducted a long term 
paper loss of $950.00 from his 
very real dollar stock gain of 
$2000.00 and thereby reduced his 
March 15 liability by $237.50. 


When an operator receives in- 
surance payment for a loss, how 
the payment is spent means a dif- 
ference in the amount of money 
which the Collector of Internal 
Revenue asks on March 15. To 
illustrate this, there is the case of 
Harry White. White’s building 
burned to the ground. Depreci- 
ated value was $19,000. Harry 
had wisely insured it for what the 


building would cost to replace in 
1951 — some $26,000. Question: 
Was his “profit” of $7000.00 
taxable? 

That depended, he was_ told, 
upon how the $7000.00 was spent. 
If it went to buy a new building 
of approximately the same size 
and the same real value as the one 
which had been destroyed, then 
there was no tax liability. But if 
Harry pocketed the $7000.00, or 
spent it for any purpose except 
to replace his lost unit with a 
nearly identical building, then 
Uncle Sam would expect to be 
paid a tax share of the “profit.” 


Adjacent Municipal 
Improvements 

In most cases such municipal 
expenses as paving liens and spe- 
cial assessments for the general 
improvement of all property can- 
not be claimed as ordinary expen- 
ses. The Treasury takes the view 
that these are expenses which 
work to improve property value. 
Therefore, the expenses must be 
capitalized in other words, 
gradual depreciation must be tak- 
en over many years. But there is 
an exception that helped to make 
possible a tax saving for Tom 
Lewis. Lewis was put to consid- 
erable expense in moving his main 
building fifteen feet back in order 
to make way for a street widening 
project. He asked the local Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue wheth- 
er he could deduct this expense on 
his tax return. The Collector 
read the ruling from a Bureau of 
Internal Revenue manual: 

“Expenditures by a taxpayer 
in altering a building to con- 
form to a street widening, which 
alteration does not increase the 
value of the building, nor render

Using Your Personal Car 

A pest control operator’s per- 
sonal automobile can count as a 
business deduction under certain 
circumstances. Merely riding it 
from home to work and back every 
day does not make it a business 
vehicle. But if the owner or 
any employees use it for calls, 
picking up supplies or doing any 
other tasks, however small, con- 
nected with the business, then the 
car’s expense becomes partly de- 
ductible. 

It’s easy to figure just how 
much may be deducted. Say that 
a personal pleasure car is driven 
10.000 miles during the year. 
About 1000 of those miles were on 
chores connected with the com- 
pany. That’s ten percent of the 
use. Then ten percent of the year- 
ly depreciation may be charged 
off as a business expense, along 
with a tenth of the total amount 


paid for gasoline, oil, lubrication, 
maintenance and repairs to the 
car. 

If you furnish employees lodg- 
ing, the fair valuation of the room 

and of the board if that’s fur- 
nished too — can be included as a 
wage deduction. The Bureau of 
Internal Revenue notes that com- 
pensation for personal services in- 
cludes “the value of board and 
lodging (in cases where the board 
and lodging are provided as part 
of the salary), and other kinds of 
compensation used by an employ- 
er to pay an employee for per- 
sonal services.”

2. Take full advantage of split 
income provisions. Since passage 
of the tax law of 1948, these are 
now available to married citizens 
of all states. Formerly only a 
lucky minority in states with com- 
munity property laws could 
“split.” Splitting income enables 
you to bring both halves down 
into a lower tax bracket. 

3. Be sure to take all special 
exemptions. If you are 65 or 
over, you’re entitled to an extra 
$600 personal exemption. So is 
your wife (but not other aged 
dependents ). If your vision is less 
than 20/200 in your best eye, 
you’re entitled to an added $600 
personal exemption. 

t. Count ALL medical expenses 
if itemizing on the “long” Form

Final Word of Advice

“Standard Techniques Needed” 
Buettner Tells Tenn. PCA 


*“PCOs must use more funda- 
mental techniques of application 
if they wish to gain public con- 
fidence,” said William O. Buett- 
ner, NPCA executive secretary, 
before 53 delegates to the Ten- 
nessee Pest Control Association’s 
3rd Annual Meeting, Sept. 23- 
24, at the Andrew Jackson Hotel 
in Memphis, Tennessee. Buettner 
surveying industry problems in 
general, outlined a program for 
bettering business generally, in- 
cluding the use of performance 
standards and public relations. 


“Performance standards,” he 
stated, “are the most important 
things a PCO can consider. Fail- 
ure to recognize the need for uni- 
form practices undermines the 
PCO’s own business and that of his 
competitors.” Buettner offered 
the following steps as a beginning 
in establishing minimum. stand- 
ards: (1) Follow ARP’s in ter- 
mite work, (2) Make use of the 
Servicemen’s Handbook when it is 
ready, and (3) Establish sound 
business practices. 

Emphasizing that good public 
relations is the only effective 
bridge between PCOs and their 
customers, Buettner advised mem- 
bers to make every effort to ac- 
quaint the public with the work- 
ings of their industry, and to urge 
patronage of only those firms 
which display the NPCA seal. 

Prof. Davis On Ethics 


Following Tennessee PCA presi- 
dent W. B. Hill’s opening re- 
marks, Prof. J. J. Davis, Chief 
of Purdue University’s Entomol- 
ogy Department, Lafayette, In- 
diana, addressed the group on 
“Management Ethics,” breaking 
his analysis down into three 
groupings: (1) Right action tow- 
ards clients, (2) Right action 
towards employees and (3) Right 
action towards competitors. 

Carl Ticer, supervisor of pest 
control operators in Tennessee, 
then continued the first afternoon 
session with a survey of the past

How Does Wood Decay? 
(from page 40) 


in a water-logged sondition, de- 
eay fungi will not work. Decay 
fungi progress rarely at moisture 
contents of less than 25%. Natur- 
ally, decay is most prevalent in 
moist areas of our country. 

The aetual wood substanes, or 
cell wall, provides food for nour- 
ishment for fungi. However, the 
sugars, starches, and other ma- 
terials stored in cell cavities may 
also be drawn upon. 

In order to break down the com- 
plex cell walls, the hyphae secrete 
chemical substances, known as 
ferments or enzymes, which con- 
vert the cell walls into nutritive 
compounds which are easily as- 
similated by the fungus. 

Most wood decaying fungi only 
will grow rapidly between 60° to 
90° F. They will remain alive 
during long periods of below 
freezing temperatures, but can be 
quickly killed by heat at temper- 
atures above 150°.

160 parts finely-ground oatmeal, 
4 parts white arsenic, 14 of 1 
part salt and 5 parts sugar. 
Moisten slightly, mix into a paste 
and spread on small pieces of stiff 
cardboard. Allow to dry. The 
cardboard squares can then be 
hung on the wall behind pictures, 
maps, etc. 
How To Control 

Be sure to avoid contamina- 
tion of food with white arsenic, 
sodium fuoride, or DDT. Thor- 
oughly clean all containers used 
to mix baits before 
for anything else. Clean hands 
and all clothing and keep the 
chemicals, properly labeled, out of 
the reach of small children. 

Use of 5% DDT 
10% dust is the most effective 
control currently being recom- 
mended by experiment stations in 
every state. 

Where To Control 

Obviously the best control 
methods are those applied where 
silverfish may be developing in 
large numbers; where they con- 
ceal themselves and where they 
eat, so here’s a checklist of

Silverfish control by any of 
the methods described above may 
not be immediate, but there will 
be a gradual reduction in num- 
bers which will finally result in 
control if the recommended meas- 
ures are applied properly and 
thoroughly.
